Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over O'Connor 
(1 ,523,1 36) in view of Guay et al (2003/01646645 A1 , September 4, 2003). 

4. O'Conner discloses a receptacle (1 ) with a pair of first assembling bodies (2) 
having an insertion slit (7) at a middle section and a partitioning slat (8). The slits at 
each end of the assembling bodies can also act as perforations. 

5. O'Connor does not teach a pair of second assembling bodies. Guay et al 
discloses a partition (assembling body) (8, Figures 1 and 2) between two assembling 
bodies having bending sections at each end extending in opposite directions and slits in 
the middle section to allow engagement of partitioning slats (paragraph 0018). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to have incorporated the use of the assembling bodies (partition) with bending sections 
at each end and middle section slits as disclosed by Guay et al at the end perforations 
of the first assembling bodies of O'Connor to create a rectangular frame to provide a 
means for using partitions in both directions across the receptacle. 

6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over O'Connor 
and Guay et al as applied to claim 1 in view of Swingley, Jr. O'Connor and Guay et al 
disclose the invention of claim 1 but do not teach the use of a second partitioning slat. 
Swingley, Jr. discloses a receptacle with a first (64) and a second (66) partitioning slat 
inserted into insertion slits (Figure 1) and the first partitioning slat having a split (76 
Figure 4) for insertion into a split (76) on the second partitioning slat (column 6, lines 40- 
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47). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have incorporated the use of first and second partitioning slats 
with splits for joining them as disclosed by Swingley, Jr. in the receptacle disclosed in 
claim 1 to provide a means of dividing the receptacle in two directions to create an 
increased number of compartments. 

Conclusion 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sunka (6,493,917) disclosed a partitioning frame in a receptacle.
